the Arcade Rapid Transit Company has for 
some time coutemplated the construction of 
an underground road on Monroe street from 
Michigan avenue to the city limits. A short 
time ago it was intimated that the enterprise 
had received new life and that its scope had 
been considerably widened. The com- 
pany now announces that it proposes to con- 
struct not only the Monroe street line but a 
loop running through the central business 
district of the South Side. The exact line 
has not yet been determined upon, or at least 
the officers of the company will not state 
just where it is to be, but if one were to draw 
a Une from the point where Monroe street 
strikes the river, Market street to 
Van Buren, through Val Buren to Michigan 
avenue, through Michigan avenue to Lake or 
South Water street, thence to Market and 
back to Monroe at the river, he wouid not be 
far out of the way. 

This line, it will be seen, runs close by the 
depots of the Lake Shore, Rock Island, and 
Illinois Central Railroads, and if in any case 
it does not go close to the station a short 
tunnel will connect that station with the 
main tunnel. The great railroad systems en- 
tering this city are thus put in close com- 
munication with each other, to the conven- 
lence of passengers desiring to cross the 
city, and in communication with an under- 
ground road running to the West Side. And 
not only that. The promoters of the Ar- 
cade Road believe that there will be- 
fore long be an elevated railroad o 
the South Side, and probably one on 
the North Side, They hope to make such 
arrangements that the cars of theee roads 


can by elevators be transferred to their 


track. The question is also under considera- 
tion of making the subway so large that it 
will take the cars of the surface steam rail- 
roads, but that is a matter on which there 
will have to be more study. The great de- 
sire of the promoters of the enterprise is to 
have a system of rapid transit which will not 
be a nuisance on the streets and which can 
be operated in connection with other roads 
to the advantage of all. On the West Side it 
is proposed to have north and south lines 
that will be feeders to the main hne. 
THE PRACTICABILITY OF THE SCHEME. 

An interview was sought yesterday with 
Ger. William Sooy Smith, the eminent engi- 
neer, now in this city, as to the practicability 
of the scheme. Many people who desire to 
see some means of rapid on the West

Gen. Smith contrasts a subway with an 


elevated road greatly to the advantage of the 
former. The passenger on an elevated road 
has to climb a long distance to reach the cars, 
and when he gets there he can never be 
wholly free from the suggestion of a horri- 
bie disaster by the hurling of the cars to the 
earth. To reach the cars of an underground 
road he needs only to step down a few feet, 
and once there he is on terra firma. 
The tunnel can be made perfectiy im- 
pervious to water, pleasant with electric 
light, and weil ventilated. It will be cool 
in summer and warm in winter. And then 
the train that carries these passengers will 
in no way interfere with the rights or con- 
venience of other people. It will be out of 
sight and out of sound from the streets. It 
will make no delay of traffic at the bridges, 
and can be run at a high rate of speed with- 
out danger. Gen. Smith declined to make 


for the present any definite estimate of the 
cost of such a subway, doubtless because he 
‘wishes to be accurate when he does speak, 


but persons interested in the enterprise say 
that it will not be more than the cost of an 
elevated road, and probably less. Gen. 
Smith sets forth as one of the great 
advantages of a subway that once built it 1s 
always there and needs little attention. The 


repair account of elevated roads is some- | 


thing enormous, as the stockholders of the 
Manhattan have found to their cost. And 
then, he says, there will be no suits from 
persons along the line who think their prop- 
erty has been damaged. There is another 
advantage which seldom occurs to the or- 
dinary man. Cars run on an under- 
ground road can be constructed like 
those on the English railroads with the en- 
trances on the side. This renders in- 
gress and egress much easier than by the 
American method. The passengers have sim- 
ply to open a door near them and step out on 
Under this system the stops of 
the trains are much shorter than by the other 
method, which is an important item to a road 
that runs many trains everyday. On an ele- 
vated road this would be impracticable in 
this climate on account of the cold. 
ENGINEERING DIFFICULTIES. 

Such are the arguments used in favor of 
underground roads in general and their spe- 
cial adaptability to the requirements of Chi- 
cago. They are entitled to serious 
considertion, as coming from an en- 
gineer of National reputation. The peo- 
pie of the Arcade company say there is 
no law obliging them to secure the consent 
of the property-owners along their line to 
the construction of the road, but they pro- 
pose to secure that consent, since the City 
Council may insist on that as a condition of 
granting a franchise. Nearly a majority of 
the property- owners on all the frontage ex- 
cept that in the best business part of the city 
have consented, and part of the owners in 
the business district have joined them. 
Among the consenting abutters are the 
Brookses of Boston, who own the Montauk 
Biock and other mmportant pieces. This they 
did after getting the opinions of some 
of the best engineers in this city 
that the construction and operation 
of the road would not damage their 
property in the least. Gen. Smith states 
most positively that there can be no injury to 
buildings. He says that the tunnel will be 
constructed through the well-known blue 
clay that underlies the city, running of 
course into spots of less favorable earth 
which will require the management usual in 
such cases among engineers. There is one

from America. It will be remembered that 
in the horrible mutilation of the bodies after 
the murders certain portions were cut out 
and carried away. The Coroner. said 
that some months ago an American called 
at the Pathological Museum and other anato- 
matical schools here, wanting to purchaee a 
number of specimens of some of the organs 
noticed as missing from the murdered per- 
sons. He was willing to give $100 for each 
specimen to preserve in glycerine and ship 
to America for scientific purposes, his object 
being to issue a specimen with each copy of 
a medical work he was then engaged upon. 
The Coroner said the American was repeat- 
edly told that the request could not be com- 
plied with, but that he was extremely urgent. 
The impression the Coroner sought to con- 
vey was that some abandoned wretch had 
been tempted by offers of the American’s 
money to murder the women to obtain pos- 
session of the specimens for him. The name 
of the mysterious American referred to is 
not known. The inquest was finished today, 
and, after the evidence is all in, the detec- 
tion of the criminal seems as improbable as 
ever. 


TO REFINE CRUDE PETROLEUM. 


A Buffalo Chemist Discovers a New and 
Inexpensive Process. 

Burrata, N. Y., Sept. 26.— Special. ]|—Prof. 
William H. Pitt, teacher of chemistry in the 
high school, has discovered a method for re- 
fining the heavy black petroleum of Ohio. 
It is so strongly impregnated with sulphur 
that the Standard Oil Company’s chemist has 
pronounced it unrefinable. Prof. Pitt has 
been at work upon the problem for a year, 
and has his process thoroughly patented. 
George H. Van Vieck, an oil producer, be- 
came interested with him, and a small re- 
finery was built to test the process. About 


200 barrels of the oil huve been refined, the | 


result being a water-white illuminating oil. 
The cost is but a fracuon more than that of 
refining ordinary crude petroleum. A com- 
pany has been organized to control the 
process. The Ohio crude oil now sells at 15 
cents a barrel. 


WHISKY BARONS IN CONFERENCE.

Two months ago a committee representing 
the employés of the Nortn Chicago Street 
Company waited on Mr. Yerkes and 
asked to have certain gnevances adjusted. 
Mr. Yerkes admitted that wrongs existed. 
He said that it took time to get such a system 
as the cable in good working order, and that 
as soon as matters were running smoothly 
their requests should be given favorable con- 
sideration. Two months’ time was given Mr. 
Yerkes by the committee. 
REMINDED OF HIS PROMISE. 

After giving Mr. Yerkes a few days’ grace 
the committee called. The interview was 
far from satisfactory. Mr. Yerkes, it is said, 
denied having made any promises. The 
committee withdrew. A special meeting 
was held a week ago Monday and it was at- 
tended by every man who could be on hand. 
A lively time ensuéd. The committee was 
rebuked for its poor work and a new one 
was appointed, consisting of one man from 
each barn. An ultimatum was drawn, and 
the committee was instructed to visit Mr. 
Yerkes. , 

The more important demands were: (1) The 
solution of the “set-car” system. (2) The 
substitution of pay by the hour for pay by 
the day or trip. (3) An increase of wages 
for griv-car men from the present rate of 
$2.75 for twelve hours’ work or over to 27 
cents an hour, the day to consist of not less 
than ten or more than twelve hours. (4) An 
increase for norse-car men from $2.25 to 21 
cents an hour. There are a number of lesser 
demands. 

The committee held a number of confer- 
ences with Mr. Yerkes, but was unable to 
arrive at any conclusion. A member of the 
committee thus describes the character of 
these meeting: : 

„Mr. Yerkes would talk as nice as could 
be. He would say a thing one minute and 
we would be sure that we were coming out 
all right. Then he would talk all around it, 
and end dy saying that the company could 
not for a moment entertain any such propo- 
sition. Someone of the committee would 
bristle up. and Mr. Yerkes would make a 
slight concession, then take it back again.“ 

The committee issued a call for a general 
meeting, which was held Tuesday night at 
Brand’s Hall. Many were m favor of order- 
ing an immediate strike, but the majority 
were disposed to give the company one more 
chance. The speciai committee was relieved 
and the Executive Committee instructed to 
hold one final conference with Mr. Yerkes. 

ANOTHER INTERVIEW. 

The Executive Committee, headed by 
George S. Teasdale, will wait upon President 
Yerkes Sunday afternoon at8o’clock. It is 
probable that this will be a decisive meeting. 
The men are not inclined to listen to Mr.

A Desire to End the Season Even. 

A more discontented lot of mariners cannot be 
found than are the lumber-carriers at this port. 
Instances like that of the schr Presto, which 
came out $3.75 short after spending a week on & 
load across the lake, are numerous, and vessel- 
men feel like fighting somebody. They succeeded 
in getting one advance ofa shilling, and now 
they want another with which to even up the sea- 
son. A comparison of prices for last season at 
the mills and at the yardsin Ohicago with this 
season’s figures shows that the lumbermen have 
about the same margin now as then. de- 
crease in their freight rates goes directly in their 
profit account. They are satisfied, but the car- 
riers are not. 

Notwithstanding the frantic claims last 
that Chicago’s bridge restrictions were driving 
the lumber trade away from this city, the in- 
creasé in the lumber trade here this season over 
1887, according to the estimates of Mr. G. W. 
Hotchkiss, will be 100,000,000 feet. The increase 
has come in about equally by lake and rail, and 
is from the Lake Superior district and the South. 
The latter has contributed large quantities of 

ine, cypress, and oak. The amount still to be 
brought in by lake is about proportionate to 
what is left of the marine season, and with the 
advent of fall weatner Mr. Hotchkiss believed 
the lumber-carriers would get their advance in 
rates, 


Grain Paying Better than Flour and Feed. 

The railway propeller lines will next Monday 
increase the through lake and rail rate on flour 
and feed to New York to 17% cents a hundred. 
The Bostcn rate will be5 cents higher. The 
more Sthe lines carried at 15 cents the worse 
they were off, as corn at 8% cents to Buffalo d 
much better. The Vermont Central line not 
meet the cuts of its rivais, and has steadily main- 
tained the 25-cent rate to Boston during the fight. 
“We haven't carried much package freight, 
said Agent Linsted, but have about filled our 
decks for local ints. Give me corn on & 
through rate of 11% cents and oats at 7 cents to 
Boston in preference to all the flour that can be 
carried at 2244 cents. There's a good deal more 
money in the grain.“ 


Additions to Their Fleets.

The new propeller is to be 276 
feet over all, 254 feet keel, 40% feet beam, and 84 
feet hold, with a capacity of 2,500 tons. She will 
carry four masts and be propelled by a triple ex- 
pansion engine, with two sketch boilers, and be 
used in the general lake trade. The boat will be 
ready for the ning of navigation next season. 
The new propeller is not to be like either of the 
others built at this yard, though modeled some- 
what after the lines of the Wyoming.
